RESULTS OF THE FIRST YEAR OF COLPORTAGE WORK 
IN THE FOURTH GENERAL RE-SUPPLY OF THE 
UNITED STATES AND TERRITORIES, 

When the Fourth General Re-Supply of the 
United States and Territories was undertaken 
by the Board of Managers of the American 
Bible Society, it was resolved to make the work 
as thorough as possible. To this end measures 
were adopted to supplement the work of aux- 
iliaries by a thorough system of colportage. 

Where the local societies could not do the 
work, colporteurs were to be sent at the expense 
of the Parent Society, and the work pushed as 
rapidly as possible. It was reasonably expected 
that the auxiliaries in the New England States, 
New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Mary- 
land, Delaware, Ohio, Kentucky, and [llinois, 
would for the most part attend to the canvass 
of their respective fields, so that colportage con- 
ducted by the Society has chiefly been confined 
to the following States and Territories: Alabama, 
Arkansas, California, Colorado, Dakota, Florida, 
Georgia, Idaho, Indiana, Kansas, Michigan, Mis- 
sissippi, Missouri, Montana, Nebraska, Nevada, 
New Mexico, North and South Carolina, Tennes- 
see, Texas, Utah, Wisconsin, and Wyoming. 

One county in New Jersey (where the aux- 
iliary had disbanded some years ago), three 
counties in the State of New York, and the large 
county of Aroostook in Maine, have been can- 
vassed, and colporteurs of this Society are now 
at work in two counties of New York, and one 
in Maine. Some counties in Illinois, Kentucky, 
and Ohio had also to be cared for by the Parent 
Society. With these exceptions the work now 
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presented has been carried on in the more dis- 
tant parts of the country, where the churches 
generally are feeble and supported in part by 
the Home Missionary Societies of the denomina- 
tions which they represent; while a consider- 
‘able proportion of the work has been in advance 
of church work among the frontier settlers, the 
isolated ranchmen, and in the camps of miners 
beyond the pale of civilization. 

In the prosecution of this work over 500 dif- 
ferent men have been employed for a longer 
or shorter period. They have rendered 46,674 
days of service, have travelled 556,364 miles, 
visited 650,940 families, and found 87,080 families 
which had no Bible in their homes, and supplied 
66,546 of these families, besides 37,556 individ- 
uals. They have put in circulation 349,010 
copies of the Scriptures. Of these 277,585, of the 
value of $105,710 84, were sold, and 71,425, of the 
value of $17,688 09, were donated. 

The colporteurs’ wages and travelling ex- 
penses in the prosecution of this work amounted 
to $87,610 50, which makes an average of $1 87 
for every day of service rendered, thirteen cents 
for every ‘family visited by them, and about 
twenty-five cents for every copy of Scripture 
distributed by sale or gift. 

To the wages and travelling expenses of the 
colporteurs must be added $6,443 oo for freight 
upon books sent to them, making a total of 
$94,053 50 for the distribution, by sale and gift, 
of 349,010 copies of Scriptures, of the value of 
$123,398 93.

These are general results, which show the 
aggregate of the’ work. More particularly it 
may be stated that the Territories of Utah, 
Montana, and Idaho, with the exception of four 
counties, have been thoroughly canvassed. The 
canvass of Colorado has been almost completed, 
and work has commenced in Wyoming Territory, 
In Nebraska, fifteen counties have been thor- 
oughly canvassed and twenty-one counties partly. 
In Kansas, sixteen counties have already been 
supplied, and the work is now progressing in 
twenty-eight counties. In Kentucky, the work 
has been finished in nineteen counties, and in 
Tennessee the same number; while in the latter 
more or less work has been done in twenty- 
seven, and in the former in twelve other: coun- 
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ties. In Texas, twenty-six counties have been 
wholly canvassed, and the work is approaching 
completion in thirty-three other counties, some 
of them the largest in the State. 

But, without further detail, it may be suffi- 
cient to state that there are upward of 1,800 
organized counties in all, which must be 
supplied through the colporteurs of this So- 
ciety. Of these, 333 counties have been can- 
vassed during the year, and 425 partly can- 
vassed ; making a total of 758, or more than one- 
third of the whole. Very rapidly will the work 
be completed in those where it has been begun, 
and be commenced in still other counties; so 
that we may reasonably hope to accomplish 
this entire work within three years, at an ad- 
ditional cost not. exceeding $250,000. rei 

It should, however, be borne in mind that this 
is the cost of only one department of the Soci- 
ety’s work. Considerable grants of books have 
been made to auxiliaries which have assumed, 
the responsibility of the work in their own fields. 
The Oregon Bible Society, the Washington Ter- 
ritory Bible Society, the Virginia Bible Society, 
and the Southwestern Bible Society, as well as 
auxiliaries which have more restricted fields, look 
to the Parent Society for aid, so that the cost 
of this Fourth Re-Supply is not confined exclu- 
sively to the territory which is more especially 
embraced in this report, and where the work is 
entirely under the control of this Board. 

Many of the auxiliaries in the States where 
we have District Superintendents, are engaged 
in the thorough re-supply of their respective 
fields, with encouraging results, and not a few 
have already completed the work entrusted to 
them.

LUTHER AS A TRANSLATOR OF THE BIBLE, 
BY HENRY B. JACOBS, D.D. 


We are just closing the year that celebrates 
the jubilee of Luther’s birth; but another jubilee 
is before us, as the coming year of 1884 is the 
seventh semi-centennial of the publication of 
Luther’s translation of the Bible—by far the 
most important work of his eventful life. 


OLDER GERMAN VERSIONS. “ 


It must not be thought that Luther was the | 
‘first to publish a translation into the German. 


No less than fourteen editions in the High Ger- 
man had preceded it, beginning with one pub- 
lished at Mayence in 1462, and ending with one 
at Augsburg in 1518; but all these versions had 
the defect of being derived, not from the original 
languages of Revelation, but from the Latin Vul- 
gate; and besides were so foreign in their style 
to the language of ordinary life that they were 
little more intelligible to the people than the 
text they professed to render. 


LUTHER’S PREPARATION FOR THE WORK, 


At an early period Luther had availed him- 
self of the opportunities afforded for the study 
of the Greek and Hebrew, by the impulse given 
linguistic study by the Humanists. He had bead 
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especially diligent in this direction, since the 
doctor’s oath, whose remembrance so constantly 
stimulated him, had bound him to the faithful 
study and defence of the Holy Scriptures. 
Amidst his busiest moments he would often 
find rest and_ refreshment by preparing for his 
personal edification translations of portions of 
of the Holy Word. As early as 1517, the year 
of his Ninety-five Theses, he prepared a trans- 
lation of the Seven Penitential Psalms, mainly 
from Reuchlin’s literal Latin translation of the 
Hebrew (Tubingen, 1512). Other selections of 
the word of God, as the Lord’s Prayer, the 
Ten Commandments, the Magnificat, Solomon’s 
Prayer, some other Psalms, and the Pericopes, 
had followed before 1521. 


THE WARTBURG NEW TESTAMENT. 


But it was while a prisoner at the Wart- 
burg, after the Diet of Worms, that the resolu- 
tion seems to have been made to translate at 
least the entire New Testament. In a letter to 
John Lange, of Dec. 18th, 1521, he says that 
his purpose was formed at the urgent request of 
his associates. Since he had just returned from 
his secret visit to Wittenberg, the probability is 
that it was then that Melanchthon and others had 
pressed him to undertake it. His solitude gave 
him ample leisure for his favourite employment, 
and such was his diligence that within three 
months the work was finished. 

March 7th, 1522, Luther returned to Witten- 
berg, and as soon as he had discharged his 
duty in his seven days’ sermons against the 
Zwickau prophets,’ whose excitement had re- 
called him, he at once undertook, with Melanch- 
thon, the work of careful and minute revision. 


- March 30th, both Luther and Melanchthon wrote 


to the court chaplain, Spalatin, for his advice, 
Melanchthon especially asking for his render- 
ing of Matt. xx. 25.; xxi. 16.; xxvi. 37. By May 
5th, according to a letter of Melanchthon to 
Dr. George Sturciades of Erfurt, the copy had 
been given to the printers, although he is still 
making inquiries concerning the proper render- 
ing of coins and weights. Five days later 
Luther asks Spalatin to obtain for him the 
Saxon court jewels to aid in finally fixing upon 
translation of Rey. xxi. 19, 20. With the 
“Same’letter, he sent a few advance sheets, as 
“a taste of our new Bible.” Three presses were 
kept employed in the printing, and it finally ap- 
peared in folio, and with woodcuts, Sept. arst, 
1522, about nine months from the time that 
Luther announced his intention of undertaking 
the work. Melanchthon writes shortly after- 
ward, “We have received from our Elijah the 
entire New Testament, translated into the lan- 
guage of the country, an excellent work, and 
one to be preferred to many commentaries.” 
This edition of three thousand copies was soon 
exhausted, and three months later a second 
edition appeared, followed by other editions in 
various parts of Germany. baby: 

The enthusiasm which the publication created 
cannot be estimated. All over Germany the 
book flew, to the joy of many expectant hearts, 
and the winning to the truth of many under 
Romish influence, who had turned to it from 
pure curiosity. In the Nurnberg Library the 
Jate Dr. Plitt found these words from Eberlin, 
a recent convert to the Evangelical doctrine, 
which this publication evoked, that sound so 
much like a prophecy concerning the mission 
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of the Bible societies of our day: “It would 
be a beneficial thing if every Christian had a 
Bible in his house, which he might read daily 
for a longer or shorter time, fix his heart there- 
by on God, and regulate his life with respect 
to his neighbour, and if other books, so far 
as possible, stood idle. God grant that we may 
live to seé this day.” 


THE WITTENBERG OLD TESTAMENT. 


The New Testament was scarcely published 
before its indefatigable translator is found to 
be hard at work on the Old Testament. Novem- 
ber 3d, he states that he is occupied with 
Leviticus, but that he had been so harassed by 
numerous engagements that he has determined 
to shut himself up in his house and hasten the 
work, as the books of Moses -must be in the 
printer’s hands by January. On December 1oth, 
one year after the resolution to undertake the 
New Testament, he completed this task. Before 
the next year (1524) ended, all the books of the 
Old Testament, as far as the Song of Solomon, 
were already published. The difficulties, how- 
ever, that were encountered in the Prophets were 
so serious, that it was not until 1534 that the 
first complete edition of Luther’s Bible appeared 
from the house of Hans Luft, under the super- 
vision of Dr. Caspar Cruciger, as corrector of 
the press. Up to this time no less than sixteen 
editions of the New Testament had appeared 
under his own general supervision, together 
with fifty more reprints as Koestlin states, or, 
according to Fritzsche, fifty-four, while the books 
of Moses had appeared in seven editions of his 
own at Wittenberg, and fifteen elsewhere. 


REVISIONS. 


But Luther never regarded his translation fin- 
ished. With the most conscientious care he 
was always, through the remainder of his life, 
engaged on its revision. For the revision begun 
in 1539, he assembled his colJeagues in his study 


‘once a week for several hours before supper. 


Mathesius, who once boarded with him, has 
preserved the details. The ‘“Sanhedrim” con- 
sisted, besides “the Doctor,” of Melanchthon, 
Aurogallus, the professor of Hebrew, Bugen- 
hagen, Justus Jonas, Cruciger, and Rorer, the 
corrector. Each one had previously studied the 
text to be examined at the meeting, examined — 
the different versions, and studied the Jewish 
commentaries. Luther sometimes in his prepa- 
ration sought out intelligent Jews from whom 
he gathered information. He even visited the 
butchers to learn the proper names for- the sev- 
eral parts of animals. The results of «such 
thorough labour appeared in the edition of 
1541 or ’42, Yet those that followed of 1543, 
1544, and 1545, showed many additional changes. 
That he was still unsatisfied, notwithstanding 
his efforts to be most faithful, is manifest from 
the words that were uttered at his table, and 
which must astonish us when we consider his 
diligence, “If I were younger, oh, how would 
I labour in God’s word!” 


ITS VALUE. 


Luther availed himself, in his translation of the 
New Testament, of the very best texts then pub- 
lished. It is conceded that he translated chiefly 
from the second text of Erasmus (1519), and used 
also, in his revisions, the Complutensian Polyglot, 
as Dr. Krauth argues in his chapter on Luther’s 
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Translation of the New Testament, in the Con- 
servative Reformation. Other accessible ver- 
sions were diligently consulted, especially the 
Vulgate; andin the Old Testament, the Aldine 
edition of the Septuagint. Thus it represents 
the best and latest results of Biblical criticism 
up to the publication of the very last revision 
in 1545. 3 ; 
But the chief excellence of Luther’s work is 
derived from the spiritual sense of the translator 
that so quickly and thoroughly penetrated into 
the meaning of the text, and expressed itself 
with that rare facility that is the fruit only of liv- 
ing in the Holy Scriptures. This manifests itself, 
too, in the scrupulous avoidance of the language 
of the learned, and in the desertion of all literal 
idioms that would obscure the meaning of the 
sacred writers from the common people. In all 
the. world, there has never been a book which 
can claim so properly to be a book of the peo- 
ple as Luther’s Bible. Through it the ancient 
prophets descend from the stateliness of oriental 
imagery, and, entering the home of the German 
peasant, express their profound thoughts, with- 
out sacrifice of dignity, in the language of most 
tender familiarity. “@O Lord,” he once said, 
“what a troublesome and great work it is to force 
the Hebrew writers to speak German! They 
resist, since they are unwilling to leave their He- 
braicity, and to imitate German barbarity.” But 
the charm of the work is, that the German bar- 
barity that seemed so insuperable is also com- 
pletely avoided, and we find what is as elegant 
and eloquent as it is plain and simple—the work 
of a true master, who could have produced this 
result only by a special divine assistance, an 
inspiration, though, of course, of a lower and 
entirely different grade from the sacred writers 
themselves. It illustrates Luther’s own remark: 
“Translation is a special grace and gift of God.” 
The enemies of the Reformation, of course, 
were ready to find fault. Every departure from 
the Vulgate was in their eyes a crime; although 
Luther departed from the Vulgate only where 
it varied from the best Greek text at hand. 
His idiomatic renderings were also censured; as 
though a mechanical verbal rendering were the 
only one that should be tolerated, even where vio- 
lence were thus done the thought. Cochlceus, 
Raemund, Staphlyus, Tanner, and others at- 
tacked it severely, but in aless formal way; while 
Emser, Dungerheim, Traubius, Crucius, Zanger, 
and Holzhaius wrote entire treatises against it. 
In 1530, before the translation was completed, he 
replied to some of the charges against his New 
Testament with great force and spirit. This 
tract, found in the Erlangen edition of his works 
(vol. 65. 102—123,) is of much value as indicating 
the methods he pursued. “Tt often happened 
to us,” he says, “that we were two, three, and 
four weeks searching and inquiring for a single 
word, and after all sometimes failed of finding it. 
In Job, Philip, Aurogallus and myself encoun- 
tered so many difficulties, that we sometimes 
scarcely finished three lines in four days. Now, 
my dear friend, that it is translated and finished, 
every one can read and criticise it, and you can 
now run your eyes over three or four pages with- 
out stumbling; but you do not perceive what 
rocks and blocks once covered the ground over 
which you now pass as a smooth surface, where 
we were made to perspire and to labour most 
strenuously before we removed such obstacles 
from the way.” The especially objectionable 
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rendering of Romans iii. 28, in which he inserted 
the word ad/ein, he defends by showing that while 
the Greek text contains no such letters, yet the 
thought is there; and that without its insertion 
the German wou!d fail to convey the precise 
meaning of St. Paul. He illustrates the same 
principle by a number of other passages, with 
such success that his antagonists are completely 
overthrown, and adds: “This I can most con- 
scientiously declare, that I prosecuted this work 
with the greatest faithfulness and diligence, and 
was never impelled by any improper thought; 
for I have never taken or sought a farthing for 
it, or gained anything by it; neither did Iseek my 
honour in this matter, God my Master knows; 
but I engaged in it to serve my dear fellow- 
Christians, and to honour Him who sitteth above, 
and who daily shows me so many favours, that if 
I were to translate a thousand times as much and 
as diligently, I would still not have deserved_to 
live an hour, or to have a sound eye.” 2 © 

A singular sequel to this controversy was the 
counter-translation of his chief antagonist, John 
Emser, which was a bold plagiarism of that-of 
Luther, with such changes as might adapt if 
to the purposes of Rome. A number of more 
modern German versions have been made, that 
possess very marked excellences. It is no dis- 
paragement to Luther’s version to accord some 
a much higher place with respect to questions 
of criticism, or even as to accuracy of scholarly 
rendering; but for the people, and for the 


Christian heart of even the learned, for the 
closet and the pulpit, Luther’s Bible holds a 
place that no revision is likely ever to supplant.

BRAZIL, 


COLPORTAGE INCIDENTS AND EXPERIENCES. 
Mr. Brown speaks of one of his colporteurs as 
follows : 


Neves left Pernambuco March 8th, and arrived 
in Maranha6 on the 13th, but was unable to work 
before the 29th because he could not get his 
books from the custom-house. He does not 
know whether the captain of the steamer lost 
the papers, or they were left in the office of the 
company at Pernambuco, They were missing, 
any way, and though he had a receipt for them, 
he says he could not get the books. These 
mistakes are the most likely things to happen 
here, and nothing can be done but endure them. 


In reference to the general work Mr. Brown 
says: 


_Whenever I send colporteurs to any place, or 
give them directions about the work, | tell them 
to do thorough work, and not merely go through 
a town once, but when their presence is well 
advertised, as it is sure to be very quickly, to 
remain and take advantage of any opposition 
and curiosity, There are but few large places 
in Brazil, and in the villages the colporteur has 
to make no effort to call attention to himself or 
to what he is selling. His presence and the fact 
that he is offering Protestant Bibles are not a 
secret many minutes after his arrival. Often it 
is useless to make a long stay ina place, for if 
the police interfere, as is so frequently the case, — 
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it is either necessary to procure a license or 
spend much time in making explanations to the 
different authorities. 

I do not know that any very certain predictions 
can be made about supplying this people with 
the Bible. Just now all the colporteurs are meet- 
ing with good success, comparatively speaking. 
In some parts of the empire, the expenses will 
be large in any case. Transportation is exorbi- 
tant, but it is in just these places that the work 
ought to be done. When and where the oppo- 
‘sition from the Catholics will render almost futile 
the work of the colporteur no one can say. A 


- man in Par told Jeronimo the other day, that he 


was looking earnestly for the fall of the liberal 
party, when he was satisfied that there would be 
an immediate stop put to the selling of Bibles 
and the propagation of the Protestant religion in 
this country. In Curitiba an Italian told Degio- 
vanni that if Brazil had decent laws, he would 
not be allowed to go about the streets selling, 
or trying to sell that false book which he called 
the Bible. He was thankful that in his own 
country such things could be prohibited by law. 
_ Inthe small places near Maceié, where Degama 
is at work, the priests have ordered all Bibles 
and parts of the Bible to be burned. They not 
only issued this mandate from their churches, 
but sent faithful ones to all suspected persons to 
see that the “false, Protestant Bibles” were not 
retained. Degama says that in some places they 
followed him about the streets, denouncing him 
and calling on all to burn anything they had 
bought of him. He thinks that nearly all he 
succeeded in selling, were either taken away by 
the priests or burned by those who bought them. 

On the other hand there are localities where 
there is some desire to have the Bible, and the 
priests make but feeble opposition. In many 
places some books are sold simply because they 
are cheap. 

The general state all over the country though 
is indifferentism. That word occurs in nearly 
every letter received from colporteurs. Not all 
of the men employed have the same amount of 
tact, nor the ability to argue when assailed by a 
number of people full of the specious reasonings 
of the Romish church; nor, again, are they 


-plessed, évery one of them, with the gift of sell- 


inf, which some of them certainly have. And 
yet, so far as I can find out, they are all animated 
with the earnest desire to spread the gospel 
among this people. Some two or three of those 
whose names are on the accompanying report, 
would astonish any officer or member of the 
Bible Society by the ability and aptness with 
which they can quote the Scriptures in support 
of their beliefs and arguments. And some of 
these men have known the Bible but a compara- 
tively short time themselves. Not only are whole 
passages committed to memory, but, what seems 
wonderful to me, they are nearly always ready 
to cite by chapter and verse. 

Not all of the inhabited part, but nearly all of 
the accessible portion of Brazil has been visited 
by colporteurs. Thorough work, though, has 
been done in but a small portion. Where the 
missionaries have had their headquarters and 
done the most of their work there are but few 
people to whom the Bible has not been offered. 
It is away from these places and in the country 
districts that much of the work is being done at 
present. The offer of the Bible is not exactly an 


old story anywhere yet, but after a colporteur 


has been at work several months in the same 
district, he is, as a matter of course, not apt to 
find such ready sale for the Scriptures. All of 
the people are not supplied, to be sure, not’ one 
in a hundred, perhaps, possesses a Bible, and it 
is necessary that the ground be gone over and 
over. Hungria, as an example, lives in Campinas, 
in this province, and in a week, at the very most, 
he could go over the whole place. There are no 
towns within eighteen or twenty miles, and none 
of these so large but that two or three days are 
all that is necessary to visit every house in them. 
These towns being off from the line of the rail- 
way he cannot carry but a small supply of books. 
When these are out he must return for more, and 
so he has to travel a great many times over the 
same road. His animals have to rest, and in the 
meantime he goes on foot over Campinas again. 
Wingerter makes one long trip annually and, 
though he visits new places, they are very small, 
very poverty stricken, and large numbers of the 
inhabitants unable to read. He started the first 
of June, and when I last heard from him he had 
reached Araxa, in Minas Geraes. He was going 
on to Catala6 and Bagagem, in Goyaz, and ex- 
pected to be back about the last of September. 
He is accompanied by an Italian, who is well 
acquainted with that part of the country, and'a 
camerada. This necessitates four animals. In 
no other way can those interior towns be reached, 
but it is useless to expect that the proceeds from 
sales can equal the expenses of such a trip. 

Degama has been much hindered in his work 
by stormy weather, the boats, in which he was 
intending to take passage, deferring their trips 
for days on account of the tempests and rough 
sea. In July he went to Coruripe, twenty-one 
leagues south of Maceié. The people were un- 
willing to purchase Bibles without getting the 
consent of the priest, and this of course was re- 
fused in every case. The boat in which he had 
taken passage was ready to return on the 2oth, 
but for five days it was impossible to pass the 
bar of the harbour ®n account of the storm and 
the tremendous sea, so he resolved to walk back, 
carrying a few books. In two days he walked 
seventeen leagues, passing through four ‘small 
villages where he could not sell a Bible nor a 
Testament. 

For the past two months the sales have been 
very encouraging. If they continue in like man- 
ner to the end of the year, the total for the year 
will reach much higher figures than have ever 
been shown for Brazil, while the cost to the So- 
ciety will remain about the same.

Ocuri, a small mining village, where thirty-six | 


persons bought as many Testaments in the 
course of a single afternoon. At Calquechaca, a 
place four leagues away, fifty-six copies were 
sold. The silver mines, on which the town 
depends, are prosperous and money is abund- 
ant, but morality is at a lower ebb even than in 
Potosi or Sucre. 

On arriving at Oruro he found that his col- 
porteur, in about three weeks, had sold 129 
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Bibles and eighty Testaments; but one man 
who had taken forty Bibles to sell again, wished 
to return thirty of them, being alarmed at an 
outbreak of clerical opposition, and Mr. Milne 
“was the more ready to consent as his own sup- 
ply was nearly exhausted, and it could not be 
replenished until he crossed into Peru. 

At La Paz, to which he next went, he found 
less demand for Scriptures. A considerable 
number of Kenelm Vaughan’s Testament, with 
Rheimish notes, had recently been circulated 
there, and some Testaments of Scio’s version, 
‘published by the British Bible Society, had been 
brought up from the coast by one of the book- 
sellers, and sold within a few years. 

The first day they were at La Paz, Mr. Milne’s 
companion was taken to the police office, prob- 
ably on suspicion of being a spy, but no serious 
inconvenience resulted. 

From La Paz Mr. Milne went to Tacna, in 
Peru, arriving there on the 21st of October, and 
having received a new supply of Scriptures, he 
proceeded to Arica, where he was on the gth of 
November. The following letter is devoted 
chiefly to his work at Potosi.

BOLIVIA, 
SucrE (CHuQuUISACA), Aug. 31, 1883. 

. Sr. Pensoti and I left Potosi on Monday last, 
and arrived here on Wednesday night. Sr. Gan- 
dolfo had already left for Oruro, taking with him 
four boxes of books, part of which he will, no 
doubt, dispose of at Poopo, a town of some im- 
portance, about forty miles before reaching Oruro. 
We thought best to send him direct from Potosi 
for two reasons: first, because the journey is 
shorter than from Sucre; second, because more 
than one had assured us that the archbishop who 
resides here will do his very,utmost to have our 
books confiscated, and in case he might succeed, 
we did not wish to risk our whole stock left on 
hand. 

’ With exception of a single day’s journey from 
La Paz to the Lake Uticaca, travelling by vehicle 
is unknown in Bolivia. For the accommodation 
of travellers the government has established 
along the chief roads between the most impor- 
tant cities what are called fostas, (post-houses,) 
where mules can be hired at a fixed rate witha 
postillion, z. e., an Indian who goes on foot to 
bring back the animals. These post-houses are 
situated at distances of from four to eight leagues 
apart. They supply full shelter to passengers, 
but beyond a table and a couple of chairs, they 
supply no furniture in the rooms. It is expected 
that travellers will carry their own bed, pitcher, 
and wash-basin, as also coffee, tea, and sugar, if 
they want to indulge in these delicacies. Soup 
* made with potatoes, dried meat, and eggs, are 
_at most post-houses all that can be procured. 

At Potosi the clergy did all in their power to 
oppose our work, so much so that several per- 
sons expressed their surprise that we were not 
afraid. A priest with whom we had some dis- 
cussion, running short of arguments to advance 
against the circulation of the Scriptures, told us 
of the fate of Mongiardino, colporteur of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society, and, as a 
friend, warned us that if we persisted in Bible 


' 
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distribution in Bolivia, it would not be at all 
strange if we should come to a similar end. We 
asked him if he really believed it possible that 
the clergy had to do with the assassination of 
Mongiardino. Nonplussed with this turn of the 
discussion, he declined further conversation for 
the moment, but invited us to meet him the day 
following, Sunday, at the hospital. We accepted 
the invitation and made the call, but did not find 
him at home. We learned from the doorkeeper 
that he was the chaplain of the institution. | 
The day ons, that on which the wicario 
foraneo sent for copies of our Bibles and Test- 
aments for examination, he published in the 
weekly journal of Potosi, Zas Garantias, the in- 
closed circular, and fearing lest by this means 
sufficient publicity should not be given to it, he 
had a large number of copies struck off and dis- 
tributed from house to house. By these, together: . 
with almost daily announcements from eyery 
pulpit in the city, the vicario’s opinion, of our 
books became very well known. Several who 
had bought were alarmed and came to us, wish- 
ing to return their books. From three or four, 
with whom arguments seemed to have no weight,« 
we received them and returned the money rather 
than allow the word of God to be destroyed. 
Others we sent to the vicario,in order that he 
should point out and duly indicate the falsifica- 
tion or pernicious part—the same paper in which 
the vicario’s circular was published spoke of our 
books as “prohibited and very pernicious ”— 
and assured them that if he would do this we 
would at once return the money and take back 
the books. Of these, however, not one returned. 
As we were about to start from Potosi a young 
man presented himself at the door of our room 
with two or three New Testaments in one hand 
and the circular of the vicavzo in the other. He 
belonged to the lower class called Cholos, who 
regard themselves as superior and entirely dis- 
tinct from the Indians. The smell of his breath 
made it clear that he had taken a glass before 
coming in order to give him courage, but he was 
evidently far more intoxicated with excitement 
and rage than with the strong drink he had taken. 
Without salutation of any kirtd he began to pour 
forth in a violent manner a torrent of abuse, 
calling us swindlers, thieves, etc., etc. He said 
he had bought the books in confidence that they 
were genuine and that we were good Christians, 
but the circular that had been given him—hold- 
ing it up at the same time—showed that the ~ 
opposite was the case, and that we were simply 
deceiving the people with bad books. The post- 
master, 7. é., the man who has the fos¢a and hires 
the animals, had come to take away our baggage 
and was in our room at the time, and warned 
him that he had better be more guarded in the 
language he made use of, as we might, if so dis- 
posed, lodge him in the police station. We told 
him that whatever might be our right in this 
respect, we should not make any use of it, but 
that we did wish to convince him that we were 
true men, and that our books were good. To 
this end we showed him the passport given us 
by the Bolivian consul at Buenos Ayres, in which 
it is clearly declared that the object of our mis- 
sion to Bolivia is to sell Bibles. We called his 
attention to the fact that the civil authorities at 
Tupiza and Potosi both had annotated it to the 
effect that no obstacle should be placed in our 
way. We showed him the receipt for the duties _ 
paid on the books at the customhouse, called 
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his attention to the guarantee we give with the 
books, offered to accompany him to the vicario, 
and promised that if he could in any point show 
our guarantee to be false, we would not only 
pay the $500, but burn in the plaza the books we 
were about to send off. Satisfied that our books 
were what we professed them to be, there arose 
in his mind the question as to why the vicario 
should wish to injure us. We explained to him 
that the vicario had no desire to injure us per- 
sonally, but simply wished to keep the people in 
ignorance of the word of God in its native purity. 
Convinced that this was so, though at first he 
- could hardly admit it, he frankly told us that he 
had been accustomed to yield a blind obedience 
to all that the clergy demanded, and that when 
some of the leading men wished to reform the 
constitution, so as to admit liberty of worship— 
an effort that cost a minister his life—he had 
taken an active part in opposing the measure, 
and that in any case when the civil authorities 
should fail to do their duty in preventing the 
corruption of religion, he would ever be ready 
to help to do it by violent means. Before he 
left us he refused to go to see the vicario or 
to give up the books which we offered to take 
back, and retired with tears in his eyes, begging 
our pardon for having molested us in the manner 
he had done. Unbidden, the tears began to start 
in our own eyes as we thought of the spiritual 
necessities of the class he represents and the 
utter absence of anything being done to save 
them. Several others with whom we spoke re- 
mained equally convinced that our books were 
good, and that the sole object of the clergy in 
opposing our work was to keep them from be- 
coming acquainted with the Scriptures. 

We have not yet begun to work here, and of 
course cannot say how things may go, but we 
have full confidence that in answer to the many 

‘prayers that are being made for us and our 
work, God will abundantly blesssus. Our chief 
fear is, lest becoming vain of success God may 
have to humble us. May he give us grace to 
rely solely and firmly on his arm and give him 
all the glory. 

The archbishop is said to be very arbitrary, 
and will doubtless make use of all the power

“This,” said he, 
“would favour Christianity (if kept), and 1t was 
unlawful to receive any such gift, and the men 
who brought it should be sent away.”

The 
Lord is in it all and is thus opening the way for 
the gospel.

COREA, 


As an officer connected with the Japan legation 
at Seoul was recently walking on the road lead- 
ing from the capital to Peking, he observed a 
Corean following him very closely. As the con- 
duct of the man seemed somewhat strange, he 
turned and asked what he wanted. The Corean 
replied, ““I have a question to ask: Are you a 
Christian?” “No; why do you wish to know?” 
“This is my reason: my father was put to death | 
because he was a Christian, and as he was led 
away by the officers I asked, ‘Have you any- 
thing to say?’ He replied, ‘Yes; I shall be exe- 
cuted because of my religion, but I wish to have 
you become a Christian, as that is the way to save 
the soul.’” On finding that the Japanese could 
give him no help in his vain search after a knowl- 
edge of the true God, the Corean turned away 
with a look of unutterable sadness and despair.

Mr. Loomis forwards the following extract 
from a letter sent to him from Okayama: 


Work opens here this fall with better promise 
than ever before. One of the signs of a deeper 
interest among Christians is the revival of a 
desire to engage in colporteur work. I have 
just spent five days touring in the country. The 
first night out I stopped at a place hitherto un- 
visited, and accidentally met an old doctor who 
was baptized ten years ago by an American mis- 
sionary in Tokio. He soon after returned here 
to his country home, and his Christian life seems 
to have been nurtured all these years simply 
by Christian literature. He appears to be well 
acquainted with the Bible, and has tried to do a 
little work by reading it and other books to his 
neighbours. He shall have more help in future.. 


Mr. Loomis himself writes: 


I have recently visited Kanazan and vicinity, 
where I spent several weeks a year ago. I found 
the people everywhere glad to hear the gospel. 
At one place we found eight persons who had 
been brought to Christ through the influence of 
the Shintoo priest, of whom I gave an account 
in the May number of the Record, A daughter 
of his has been a most valuable worker at Kana- 
zawa, and has now become the wife of a native 
preacher at Osaka. The colporteur, who re- 
mained after we left, reports that everywhere 
he finds persons who not only desire to purchase, 
but also to be taught the meaning of what they 
read. Seven years ago Dr. Gulick sent a man 
to the same field, who could find no one to pur- 
chase or to hear the word of life.

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EXTRACTS FROM THE FOURTEENTH ANNUAL RE- 
PORT OF THE RUSSIAN BIBLE SOCIETY, 


We offer up our thanks to God, who seemingly 
has blessed the work of the society during all 
these years, and join heartily in the following 
prayer offered by one of our correspondents, 
Priest O. William Pva: “I pray God to strength- 
en with his abundant help the workers of the soci- 
ety in their work of usefulness and salvation, in 
the circulation of the Scriptures in our land, 


_ where yet there is so little knowledge of the 


necessity of the gospel light, and so much igno- 
rance and error. ” 

Eight hundred thousand copies is a small fig- 
ure for the whole of Russia, but the society has 
done what it could, and has endeavoured to put 
the Scriptures within the reach of those who 
through ignorance, poverty, or other causes, were 
unable to procure them. ’ 

We count it our duty here to express our grati- 
tude to the great American Bible Society, for the 
brotherly help which it has extended to us in do- 
nating to our society, this year, $1,000 for the 
free distribution of the New Testament to the 
poor, and $2,000 for the sending of two colport- 
eurs to Eastern Siberia. These donations have 
afforded the opportunity to our society, from 
one point, to distribute on a large scale the New 
Testament and Gospels in schools, prisons, hos- 
pitals, and to the poor in general; while, from 
another, it has enabled it to send colporteurs to 
so remote a region as Siberia, which heretofore 
the society had never been able to do.

SIBERIA, 

Mr. Prince, of St. Petersburg, has kindly for- 
warded translations of letters received from 
Siberia. The colporteur, Radchenko, was un- 
able to go as far as Yakutsk. His supply of 
books was exhausted at Irkutsk, and he did not 
receive a new supply in time to take passage by 
the steamer for Yakutsk, which left early in June. 
When his stock was finally replenished, he made 
his way as best he could and succeeded in reach- 


‘ing Vitim, a half-way station, a thousand miles 


from Irkutsk. In spite of all hindrances he did 
very well, disposing of 1,704 copies in June and 
953 in July, and returning to Irkutsk empty 
handed as regards New Testaments. Among 
the gold mines in the Vitim district he not only 
sold Scriptures, but collected 327 roubles as a 
contribution to the funds of the Society. 

Some extracts from the letters of Radchenko 
will be read with interest : 


Along the road from Irkutsk we met savages, 
called Buriats, who resemble the Calmucs on 
the Kirghese steppes. Our provisions were ex- 
hausted and we travelled with difficulty, not 
having anything hot to eat or drink. We re- 
solved to make a halt and try to procure some 
food for ourselves and our horses. We came to 
a Buriat tent, and on entering found it densely 
packed, and it was impossible to distinguish 
men from women, both sexes wearing the same 
dress of a dark black material. The Buriats 
have prominent eyes and projecting cheek bones, 
and are very unprepossessing, We asked for 


bread and they offered us curds made from the 


'milk of different animals, which we could not 


eat. We reached Kachug on the Lena, 300 versts 
beyond, in a very weakened condition, having 
eaten nothing but tea and rusks. Here we put 
up for the night at the house of the priest, Father 
Nicolai Palaskin, who has sometimes ordered 
books from our Society. I was not able to ascer- 
tain whether he was a member or not, being 


-worn out with fatigue, and he also had just re- 


turned from fishing, having had no success. It 
was with difficulty we made him take us in. 
Next morning we started for the pier, and 
having purchased a boat made our preparations 
for departure. We had not gone more than ten 
versts when we ran great risk of being beigs. S8 
having been driven by the current on to an island 
We were obliged to undress and get into the 
water to push the boat off. The water was bit- 
terly cold, and we caught severe colds and suf- 
fered much from sore throats, and our physical 
weakness and need of food brought the tears 
often to our eyes. For two weeks the labouty 
to which we were unaccustomed, was intense, 
and considering its hardships and trials, such-a 


journey as ours can be compared to a pilgrimage.* 


After traversing 500 versts in our boat we reached 
a pier at which we were enabled to take a steam- 
boat to the gold diggings—Soo versts away. The 
steamboats are not like what we have in Russia, 
as they are very small and do not make more 
than 80 to 100 versts a day (54 to 68 miles). 
While sailing in our boat we sold 405 copies at 
different towns and hamlets. We could not dis- 
pose. of more, there being nowhere else to do'so. 
The population is small, about one-fourth less 
than along the high road. 

It is impossible for you to understand how we 
have suffered. I cannot help wetting this paper 
with my tears from the great sadness I feel; but 
I trust God will bless you, and I myself shall 
continue along this difficult road. 
that the thought of going on this journey gave 
me great joy, and before taking my departure 
from the bishop’s house in Irkutsk, I read the 
passage out of the Acts of the Apostles which 
tells how Philip came to Samaria and preached 
Christ, and the people listened to his words, 
The bishop loved us so much that he held a 
service before our leaving and sprinkled us with 
holy water; and after we were fairly off on our 
way, we said, one to another, that God would 
bless and sustain us. 


Although the first part of the journey from 
Irkutsk involved such hardships, the colporteur 
received many favours after reaching Vitim, and 
found a ready sale for his entire stock. “ Every- 
where,” he says, “we had comfortable quarters 
and good food.” It was at Vitim that he received 
donations for the Bible Society. 


I-went collecting among the miners and col- 
lected about 300 roubles; some gave me ready 
money, while others presented me with the tick- 
ets by which they receive their pay. I wrote 
down the number of each ticket and then pre- 
sented them at the office. During the day I col- 
lected, and in the night I wrote out the list of 
the donors, so that for five days I scarcely slept, 

Hearing that a gold caravan was about to start 
for Irkutsk, I determined to try to arrange to 
go with it free of cost. I appealed to the gen- 
d’arme colonel commanding the escort to take 
us along with him as prisoners. He was willing,

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take us, and having left Tientsin on the morn- 
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but, to our good fortune, friends interposed and 
obtained leave tor us to join the caravan. 

I request that the thanks of the Society be 
written to the managers of the gold-mining com- 
pany for the aid given us, and that, if the occa- 
sion ever offers again, they should be asked to 
extend like assistance to others of our number. 
The bishop also takes a keen interest in our 
work, and has tried to induce me to enter their 
monastery. I however refuse on account of my 
Society and my country, Russia. 


Radchenko’s account of two men whom he 
encountered will also be read with interest. 


I think I must divide my fresh supply of books, 
and find a suitable person to direct the circula- 
tion of one-half, while I retain the other half. 
Happily I have met with a very religious man, 
who [ think will do for this purpose. He has a 
great desire to go to Russia, and expresses his 
willingness to undertake this work without any 
salary. He is about sixty years old, and was 
formerly a merchant in Irkutsk, but having lost 
all in the great fire he was obliged to live with his 
nephew; but unwilling to be a burden to him, he 
desires to go to Russia and enter some society 
like ours, or a monastery, where he may devote 
the residue of his days to some good work. 

Hereditary Honourable Citizen Stepan Ste- 
panoff Popotf has requested me to use my influ- 
ence in helping him to become a fellow-member 
of the Russ Bible Society. He has visited me 
several times and has purchased books, and 
during his leisure hours he goes to the various 
houses of his friends, offering them the gospels. 
He has also attracted the poor to himself by his 
gifts, and he is much rejoiced to find the people 
ready to listen to his words. He is very reli- 
gious and never misses attending divine service, 
and every week he buys books to the value of 
ten roubles or more. He is a member of the 
Irkutsk Police Court and other societies. He 
is a very worthy man, and I earnestly advocate 
his admission as a member, as he himself would 
like to have this honour conferred on him in his 
old age.

-* "4" FROM MR. BAGNALL’S REPORT FOR JULY. 


Having left Peking with one native colporteur, 
towards the end of May, I had planned to arrive 
back early in July, with the intention of getting 
away again as soon as I had made up the half- 
yearly accounts, and working in the hill-country 
to the northwest of the province during the hot 
season. In this, however, I was disappointed, 
as the sequel will prove. 

Arriving at Tientsin on the last of June, hav- 
ing sold my last book on the previous day, I 
was surprised and grieved to find one of my 
native colporteurs there, waiting my return, he 
having been beaten, and otherwise badly treated 
by a servant of a magistrate, at a town a hun- 
dred miles from here. After consulting with 
Rev. C. A. Stanley of the American Board, I 
decided to send the man I had with me on to 
Peking, and accompanied by the one who had 
been ill-treated to proceed without delay to 
where the affair had happened, and see if any- 
thing could be done to the end of making an 
example of the offender. Having no books we 
made the journey as quickly as the mules would 


ing of July 3d, we reached the town of Tsao- 
Pei-K’ow on the evening of the 5th, and I suc- 
ceeded in getting an interview with the man- 
darin the same evening. It would be tedious. 
to go into particulars; I will, therefore, merely 
state that although he received me politely, it 
seemed necessary for him to go through the 
usual amount of falsehoods and evasions, but 
he at length promised to ¢vy to find the man. 

The next morning I found that the magistrate 
had gone away before daylight, but had left 
word with his people to put the matter through 
to my satisfaction. The whole of the day was 
occupied in receiving deputations from these 
worthies, to try and arrange matters as they 
wanted. First they gave me to understand, 
that, as the official had gone, nothing could be 
done; but finding this did not succeed, they 
sent again ‘to state that the man could not be 
found. This also failing to move me, they after- 
wards confined themselves to trying to evade 
my demands in every conceivable way, using 
the most childish and silly arguments. All their 
stratagems being of no avail, they at length 
complied with my wishes, which were, that, my 
man having been publicly insulted, the offender 
should publicly acknowledge his offence in the, 
usual Chinese manner of knocking his head on 
the ground at the feet of the offended party. 

The man being duly brought to my apartments 
at the inn, in the presence of a large crowd 
which had collected, I had a word or two with 
him about his fault, and told the people that 
the reason we were so easy with him, was be- 
cause we desired to live and act according to 
the teachings of our religion. I then read to 
them Matt. v.44. One of the writers appeared 
quite impressed with the words, and borrowed 
the book to read the whole paragraph him- 
self. The matter having been finished I had tea~ 
brought in, and we sat and chatted for a short 
time, and then separated on friendly terms with 
every one concerned, I starting on my return 
journey, thankful to God for bringing the affair 
to a close so quickly and satisfactorily. 

I was very much pleased with the spirit mani- 
fested by the colporteur; there was an absence 
of that spiteful, revengeful feeling which often 
clings to the natives as a remnant of heathen- 
ism. It was annoying to lose this time from 
book-selling, yet under the circumstances it was 
the least I could have done, as it is no more than 
fair to our native helpers that they should be 
protected against such insults and ill-treatment. 

During my last journey I had the strange ex- 
perience of finding that jthe farther I got from 
Peking the less books I sold, and this in a 
country that has not been frequently visited. ' I 
take this as a favourable sign, proving that, in 
places where more is known of the books and 
doctrine, there is less prejudice against us.

CALIFORNIA AND NEVADA. 


During the month I visited the Synod of the 
Pacific, at Sacramento, and was cordially invited 
to address the same in behalf of the American 
Bible Society, and the auxiliaries on the field. 
I also visited the General Association of the 
Congregational churches of the Pacific, at Santa 
Cruz, and by invitation addressed this body. My 
visit and address were well received. I then 
visited the Methodist Episcopal Annual Confer- 
ence, South, and on Monday morning, 15th, ac- 
cording to time fixed, I addressed that body. At 
the close of my address a good brother was 
so much “enthused,” that he threw down fifty 
cents—all he could spare; and this led to a con- 
tribution by the conference, including Bishop 
Hargrove, of $30 50. My visits to all of these 
bodies were unusually pleasant; and resolutions 
were passed by all, commending the work and 
your representative to all the churches these 
bodies represent. The work of the American 
Bible Society in all its bearings, together with 
the “Fourth general exploration and supply of 
the United States,” was fully endorsed; and I 
,think the churches on my field will do all they 
CaMfor our cause the ensuing year. 

, The, colporteurs of the American Bible Society 
visited 2583 families, found 395 without the Bible, 
supplied of tmese 259, supplied in addition 306 in- 
dividuals, sold 545 Bibles and Testaments, value, 
$369 40, donated 354 volumes, value, $64 98, ob- 
tained on contributions, ao 20, travelled 2,055 
miles in the following named counties: Colusa 
Tulare, Fresno, Calaveras, Yuba, and 
Monterey, 

The two colporteurs of the California Bible 
Society accomplished the following: they visited 
2,841 families and individuals, found 690 families 
destitute of the Scriptures, supplied 211 families 
and 363 persons, gave 454 volumes, value, $35 30, 
sold 94 volumes, value, #12 75. They visited 30 
ships and other sail vessels, and supplied. 170 
sailors. Of the above number of families sup- 
plied, 84 were Roman Catholics, and of persons, 
138 were Catholics, They distributed the Scrip- 
tures in nine languages, spent 51 days, and trav- 
elled 422 miles.

This is the banner county of the 
district for efficient and systematic work—the 
only auxiliary that has collections from every 
church in the county. Me 

During the month I have visited seven eccle- 
siastical bodies, presenting the claims of the 
American Bible Society to all of them except one. 

During the month the canvass of the following 
counties has been completed: Fulton and Mar- 
shall, Ky.; the city of Memphis, and the counties 
of Knox, Rhea, Campbell, Sullivan, Weakley, 
London, Bradley, and Johnson, Tenn. It affords 
me pleasure to state, that at all the points visited 
the work presents an encouraging aspect. 


MISSOURI. 

I have given the most of the past month to vis- 
iting ecclesiastical bodies. The aggregate dis- 
tance from St. Louis to the seven places where 
they met is 1,290 mileseMsyas glad to renzind 
these gospel ministes’*+when invited to speak 
for the American Sivle Society—that its colport- 
eurs had carried the Bible from house to house 
in each of these seven counties, and in regions 
beyond. This fourth re-canvass is appreciated 
by our pastors and churches. 


NEBRASKA, COLORADO, AND WYOMING, 


My work during the month has covered a wide 
extent of territory—from the northern to the 
southern borders of Colorado, and from Central 
to Southern Nebraska. I have travelled 2,616 
miles. I have attended four ecclesiastical meet- 
ings, each of which passed strong resolutions of 
endorsement. On every side in Colorado I hear 
of the good work our colporteurs have done and 
are doing. In very many cases, all the gospel 
the people get is through this Society. In fact, 
no other instrumentality has been so greatly 
blessed. The colporteur can take his pack of 
books, and on foot, or by any method he can 
find, can press his way over mountains and across 
plains. He can find the miner at his toil and 
preach Christ to him. He can visit the ranch of 
the American and the plaza of the Mexican, and 
to each alike, by word of mouth or printed page, 
point the way to Christ and heaven, 

There are 15,000 Mexicans in Colorado ; but, 


of all that number, scattered as they are in the 


valleys and mountains, there is not a single hut 


1$83} 3.» 
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in which a Mexican lives that has not been vis- 
ited by the colporteurs of the American Bible 
Society. Hundreds of them have thus been led 
away trom Jesuitism to Protestant Christianity ; 
and to-day the Synod of Colorado has about a 
dozen Mexican churches under its care—all the 
fruits of work by Bible colporteurs. 


NORTH AND SOUTH CAROLINA. 


The work of the month, though confined to a 
few points comparatively, was unusually success- 
ful and gratifying. On Sabbath, Oct. 14th, at an in- 
teresting and spirited meeting, the Lenoir County 
(N. C.) Bible Society was revived, and the sum 
of $40 was paid to me as a donation to the Par- 
ent Society, and a like sum for the purchase of 
books for its depository. In the same week I 
visited the University auxiliary at Chapel Hill, 
N. C., and arrangements were made to have put 
up in its depository, by means contributed by 
the Faculty of the University, a book-case, let- 
tered in a way to indicate to the students who 
frequent the place, the mission of the American 
Bible Society and of its auxiliaries. 


OREGON AND WASHINGTON TERRITORY. 


Iam pleased to note a good degree of pros- 
perity in the Bible work in this field during the 
last month. I preached at the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church of Spokane Falls on Sabbath morn- 
ing, the 7th, and attended the annual meeting of 
the Spokane County Bible Society in the evening 
at the Congregational Church. The numerous 
churches of the city united in the evening serv- 
ice, and short addresses on the Bible cause were 
made by the pastors respectively and your Dis- 
trict Superintendent. Both the attendance and 
interest were good. The coliections for the Bible 
cause amounted to $37 8o. 

Sabbath, the 14th, I spent at Colfax in Whitman 
County. The annual meeting of the Whitman 
County Bible Society was held at the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. The evening meeting was 
addressed by Rev. G. E. Wilcox of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, Rev. T. W. Walters of the 
Congregational Church, and your District Super- 
intendent. The collections on Sabbath evening 
and, those made by private canvass on Monday 
amounted to $31. This society had its deposi- 


“tee; of books destroyed by fire during last 


year, but it has rallied again and is doing a 
noble work in circulating the Scriptures. 

“Sabbath, the 21st, I spent at Lewiston, in Idaho 
Territory. I addressed a union meeting in the 
morning at the Presbyterian Church, Rev. T. M. 
Boyd pastor. The annual meeting of the Nez 
Perce County Bible Society was held in the even- 
ing at the same church, all the congregations of 
the city uniting. Short addresses were made by 
the respective pastors and your District Super- 
intendent. Rev. N. Fee, Bible agent for 
Northwestern Idaho, was present and made some 
statements in relation to his work. Collections 
for the Bible cause amounted to $30 30. 

The annual meeting of Garfield County Bible 
Society was held at the Episcopal Church in 
Pomeroy on Thursday evening, the 25th, with 
Rev. W. A. Fair, pastor of the church in the 
chair. The annual address was made by your 


District Superintendent. The sales made by 
this society during the year amount in value 
to $59 65. 

Two canvassing agents, one in Oregon, the 
other in Northwestern Idaho, report for the 


month as follows: Number of miles travelled, 
745; families visited, 774; families found desti- 
tute, 84; destitute families supplied, 74; desti- 
tute persons supplied in addition, 11; volumes 
sold, 321; value of books sold, $213 80; books 
donated, 95; value of books donated, $25 50. 


WEST VIRGINIA. 


The second Sabbath of the month was spent 
at Wheeling, attending the Methodist Episcopal 
Conference of West Virginia. Bishop Harris in- 
troduced me to the Conference to address the 
same, and the report of the Bible committee con- 
tained hearty resolutions approving the Ameri- 
can Bible Society’s work, commending me to the 
confidence of the churches, and urging their 
liberal support. It remitted through me $49 68. 

The third Sunday I was at Wellsburg, the 
capital of Brooke County, where was held the 
nineteenth anniversary of the county auxiliary. 
The auxiliary made a donation of $100 of the 
surplus funds in its treasury to the American 
Bible Society.

THE VERMONT BIBLE SOCIETY. 


The seventy-first annual meeting of the Ver- 
mont Bible Society was held at Barre on the 
17th of October. The afternoon session was 
devoted to the transaction of the routine busi- 
ness. 

The reports showed that thirty-five towns 
have been canvassed by the three colporteurs 
employed by the society during the year ; and 
that 6,181 families have been visited, the census 
of these families numbering 27,487 persons. Of 
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Grants of books were made by the Board for 
sale and distribution in the United States and in 
foreign countries, and for the colportage work, 
to the value-of about $14,000, and funds to the 
amount of $250. 

A statement was made respecting the distribu- 
tion of Bibles in Matanzas, where laree numbers 
of Cubans have manifested a desire for evan- 
gelical instruction. > 

Report was made of Mr. Milne’s successful 
tour across the continent of South America from 
Buenos Ayres to Arica, in Peru, the results of 
his sales being everywhere highly encouraging. 

A letter was presented from Rev. W. W. Newell, 
Jr., of the Mac All Mission in France, asking for 


the Protestant families 136 were destitute of the 
Bible, and 164 Catholic families were supplied 
with the book. The total sales by three colpor- 
teurs and twenty-eight depositories aggregated 
$1,064, and the total number of copies disposed 
of is 4,768, of which number 1,052, valued at 
$238 51, were gratuitously distributed. The total 
amount raised in the State during the year by 
sales, collections, one legacy of $30, and ail 
other sources of income for the Bible cause, is 
$3,354 79; this being inclusive of amounts for- 
warded direct to the American Bible Society. 
In the thirty-five towns canvassed, over one- 
tenth of the families visited were without a copy 
of the Bible. 

The directors were authorized to employ an 
agent for the ensuing year if able to secure the 
services of a competent man for $800, such agent 
to act as corresponding secretary. ; 

The evening session was addressed by Rev. 
S. L. B. Spear, of Middlebury, who spoke upon 
“The Bible defended by its ability to meet 
present needs,” showing the tendency of the 
world to wickedness and the efficacy of the 
word to cure all prevailing distempers of sin, 
when properly applied in practice of its teach- 
ings.— Christian Messenger.
